Republicans Support, Democrats 
Boycott Reagan's Tax Reduction

WASHINGTON (AP)-Fromthe 
day he entered W est Point as a 
plebe to the day he left the 
White House 50 years later, 
Dwight 
David 
Eisenhower 
achieved personal popularity 
seldom matched in America. 
His grin and folksy nickname 
were his hallmarks. 
There was a simple plains­ 
man's eloquence about Eisen­ 
hower that touched Americans. 
He had no flair as an orator, 
little sophisticated wit, and no 
flamboyance. 
But “ I Like Ike,” was a na­ 
tional sentiment — so much so 
that the Democratic and Re­ 
publican parties both sought to 
make 
him president, 
even 
while his political persuasion 
was unknown. 
He was the only Republican 
president in a generation. And 
his party controlled the House 
of Representatives for only two 
of his eight years in office, yet 
he rolled majorities matched 
previously only by Franklin D. 
Roosevelt in his first two terms. 
He was a career soldier who 
called war “ this 
damnable 
thing,” 
who said he hoped to 
see “ people in my profession 
permanently put out of a job.” 
It was characteristic of Ike 
that in his speech to the 1968 
Republican National Convention 
— piped to the delegates from 
his hospital room— he subor­ 
dinated politics to a plea for 
“ traveling 
the pathways 
of 
peace, 
with honor and jus­ 
tice.” 
Peace and Honor. The words 
surfaced again and again in a 
brilliant career that was a suc­ 
cession of peaks with few val­ 
leys: general of the Army, al­ 
lied commander in chief for 
North 
Africa, 
commanding 
general of Allied powers in the 
European theater, chief of staff 
of the Army, president of Col­ 
umbia University, twotermsas 
President of the United States. 
Always he spoke 
of 
the 


strength of America. “ Let us 
first remind ourselves of the 
greatness of this nation and its 
people,” he told the 1968 Re­ 
publican convention. “ Let’s not 
waste time this year search­ 
ing out someone to blame, even 
though some seem more dis­ 
posed to concede rather than to 
stand firmly for America.” 
Less than 12 hours after he 
spoke, Elsenhower was strick­ 
en with his third heart attack 
of the year —the sixth one since 
1955. 
The 34th President of 
the 
United States was the third of 
the seven sons of David and Ida 
Stover Eisenhower. One of Ike’s 


brothers, Paul, died in infancy; 
the others 
were successes in 
their own right: Arthur, a bank­ 
er; Edgar, a lawyer; Earl, an 
electrical engineer; Milton, a 
government official and college 
president; and Roy, a druggist. 
Their 
grandfather traveled 
west with the wagon trains in 
1878 and settled near Abilene, 
Kan. Their father failed with 
his general store and moved his 
family to Denison, Tex., where 
Dwight was born Oct. 14, 1890. 
A year later the family returned 
to Abilene and the father took 
a job in a creamery. 
Young Eisenhower graduated

and co-authors of the bill. T hir­ 
ty of the Assembly’s 40 Repub­ 
licans also signed. 
Only seven Democrats in the 
Senate and three in the Assem­ 
bly agreed to support it. And 
the names of Assembly Demo­ 
cratic Leader Jesse M. Unruh 
of Inglewood and Senate Demo­ 
cratic chief George Moscone of 
San Francisco were missing 
from the bill. 


Moscone, with Unruh’s sup­ 
port, is pushing his own play 
that would give Californians 
twice as big a tax cut and pro­ 
vide it a year earlier. 
The Republican governor at­ 
tacked his opposition when he 
called newsmen to his office 
Thursday and announced Sen. 
George Deukmejian, 
R-Long 
Beach, 
was 
introducing his 
bill. 
Speaking directly to the cam­ 
eras of 
television newsmen, 
Reagan 
addressed 
his re ­ 
marks to viewers at home. 
“ Unfortunately, some people 
look at this as a strictly polit­ 
ical issue, and in doing so I 


believe they render a disservice 
to the citizens they claim to 
represent,” said Reagan. 
The tax cut would be financed 
by a surplus estimated at $247 
million on June 30, the end of 
the current fiscal year. Mos­ 
cone wants to use the money 
for a $200 million tax cut in 
1969. 
Reagan, however, 
said 
the 
money will not be available in 
time for a 1969 tax cut because 
of the complexities of the state 
tax collection system. 


“ I want you to know that to 
give the money back this year 
would be an extremely costly 
operation to administer and it 
could not possibly be complet­ 
ed before the very end of 1969,” 
said Reagan, who wants to use 
more than $100 million in in­ 
crease 
state 
aid 
to local 
schools. 
Meanwhile, his tax advisors 
neared the end of work on a tax 
reform plan that will be an­ 
nounced when the legislature 
returns from an Easter recess 
April 7.

The President, 
vice president, heads of state 
and other dignitaries will be 
Invited. 
Finally, the body will be taken 
to Abilene, Kan., his boyhood 
home, for burial at the Eisen­ 
hower Library. 
The U. S. government will 
render a final salute to Elsen­ 
hower in a solemn three-day 
state funeral before a train 
carries the late president and 
war leader to his resting place 
in the Kansas plains. 
Under the funeral plan, drawn 
up in 1966, Eisenhower will lie 
in state under the Capitol dome 
where any and all Americans 
may come to say their personal 
farewells. 
His body will be borne to the 
Capitol on a caisson, escorted 
by a grand procession.

If, at a later tirr.e, we do accept comment, we will Insist 


that it be confined to the issues—that it does not deal with per. 
sonalities. 


There was a complaint voiced in one of the letters on the fact 


that all of the committee meetings have not been held in public. 
As a general principal, the Daily News favors that public matters 
be discussed in public even in situations in which it is not legally 
required. Committee meetings often can be held in public, though 
obviously the public cannot be permitted to take part in the 
deliberations or the committee's work would never be done. 
But with a subject such as the present one, eliciting highly 
emotional response, it rnigbt be better that the committee 
be permitted to work undisturbed itntii they can arrive at a well- 
consider ed recommendation, 


For our part, we dont propose to pester them with advice 


and criticism. We may have some comments when they get 
through. And in the meantime, any letters to the editor—on 
other subjects—must bear the signature and address of the 
sender to be accepted. We welcome comment on highly con- 
troversial subjects if the comment is confined to the issues 
involved. We may have to cut the length. We do not print thank.

siderable contribution to edu- 
cation, including 10 branches of 
the University oi California and 
60 community colleges. 


Pat was proud of Sac Fran. 


Cisco State College. It gave, 
he felt, an opportunity to young 
Negroes, Mexican-Americans, 
the Chinese and the sons of 
other underprivileged farr.ilies 
•who could not get into Berkeley 
or Stanford a chance for a real 
education. 


Today Brown is not proud, 


His college has been the scene 
of as rr.any as 50 bombings in 
one day, threats against faculty 
members, 
some professors 


punched, at least one set of 
offices ravaged by fire, together 
with 
a prolonged 
teachers 


strike, and a student strike 
which saw 550 arrested, some 
of therr. outsiders. 


Perhaps 
more 
important, 


what's happened at San Fran. 
Cisco State, together with the 
unrest at nearby Berkeley, has 
given education such a sour 
taste thai the people of Cali- 
fornia have revolted, A recent 
bond issue of S350 million for 
education was voted down, to- 
gether with a proposal whereby 
teachers' funds set aside for 
pensions would be nontaxable. 


An indignant public voted 


down the bond issue for educa- 
tion, and voted that the tea. 
chers would have to pay income 
taxes on their pension funds. 


Equally interesting is the fact 


that Gov. Ronald Reagan is sure 
to be reelected—thanks to the 
students. There is no man on 
college campuses more unpop- 
ular than Reagan, who has de- 
creed that tuition at California 
state schools should no longer 
be free. As a result, students 
vowed to prevent his reelection. 
But unrest on the college cam. 
puses has now insured his re. 
election. Reagan is a shoo-in 
as governor for a second term— 
thanks to his enemies, the stu. 
dents. 


WHY THE REVOLT 


The question is: Why the 


turmoil at San Francisco State 
College? Why the unrest at oth- 
er college campuses in Cali* 
fornia? 


The easy answer to the first, 


given by members of the San 
Francisco College faculty, is 
that the college has had eight 
presidents in eight years. The 
turnover was too fast. 
The 


presidents were too weak. Some 
members of the faculty were 
too independent, too interested 
in outside activities rather than 
classes. Not enough attention 
was given to revamping and re- 
vitalizing the curriculum. Stu. 
dies had become out of date. 
In addition, graduate students 
not much older than under- 
graduates had become assis- 
tant teachers, some of them as 
vigorous as student strikers. 


None of these things, how. 


ever, really seem to give the 
basic answer as to why the tra- 
gic violence at SFSC. So I asked 
some of these questions of the 
tough tam.o'-shanter-wearing 
acting president, S. I, Hawa. 
kawa, whose courage has made 
him anathema to striking stu. 
dents but a hero to most of 
California. 


"Is student violence prompt, 


ed by frustration over what they 
see the establishment getting 
away with?" I asked. "When 
they see the oil companies poU 
luting the coast of California 


and lumber companies cutting 
dowr. the re<f*oods, does this 
have 3. direct effect on the stu» 
dent revolt?" 


"Students of history dont 


revolt," was Kayaiawa's re« 
plv. "They know that every 
generation has its problems and 
its setbacics. Tbey know that we 
make progress slowly, but we 
do ir.aice :L Tbey know history. 
If s the students who study Engb 
lish or art who have been un» 
reasonable. Tbey don't under. 
stand historv."

MIDDLE CLASS VALUES 


I thought I had seen every- 


thing — I hoped I had —in the 
student world of unreason. But 
the all-time champion effront- 
ery was as yet uncommitted. 
It was left to a 17-year old 
Negro boy called Rickey Ivie 
whose Black Student Union has 
touched off disorders in a Los 
Angeles high school in a dem- 
onstration 
against 
"racist 


training." An example of that 
training is the inclusion in the 
curriculum of the music of 
Johannes Sebastian Bach. He 
is described by Master Ivie as 
"that old, dead punk." "In the 
world of music," he explains, 
"the 
schools 
keep Imposing 


middle class values in teach- 
ing us about Bach." 


I sat next to a middle class 


French countess the other day 
who announced to me that she 
did not like Bach. I felt like 
asking her, did she like color, 
or fresh air, or trees—when 
suddenly I realized that she 
figured that her dislike of Bach 
was Bach's fault —such is the 
egomania of democratism. If 
one really doesn't like Bach, 
why I suppose one shouldn't 
listen to him. But one should 
then be distrubed about one- 
self, not about Bach. 


The remarkable thing about 


young Ivie isn't, one supposes, 
that he doesn't like Bach — 
probably he has never let him- 
self listen to Bach. It is that 
as author of such a remark as 


he made about Bach, he hasn't 
become the laughing stock of 
his fellow students. Eccentri- 
city is one thing (the late pub- 
lisher of the New York Times 
specified that no Mozart should 
be played at his funeral). To 
call the greatest genius who 
ever lived an "old dead punk," 
the least of whose cantatas will 
do more to elevate the human 
spirit than all the black stu- 
dent uaions born and unborn, 
is not so much contemptible as 
pitiable: conducive of that kind 
of separation one feels from 
animals, rattier than from other 
human beings. 
George Tyrrell once observed 


that there is as much difference 
between a Christian and a pagan 
as there is between a pagan and 
a dog. The point survives the 
exaggeration. Those who can- 
love Bach are to be pitied.

The middle class values we are 


supposed to contemn. One won- 
ders whatexactly they are.

benefits. Color teevee? But 
nothing is so popular in a good 
riot as color teevee, and whisky. 
Whisky? It is disdained by 
Elijah Muhammad, but it is not 
by any means universally ab- 
horred by the New Left.

Is that a middle class value? 
Perhaps. And without it there 
would be no surplus. And if 
there were no surplus, Rickey 
would be manifestly better off 
without. "The history they teach 
is not factual," he complains.

slave owner. They don't include 
black people in history books."

Rickey know that George Wash- 
ington had slaves? 


It is very depressing, because 


the rhetorical escalation is to- 
tally out of hand. If Bach is a 
punk, then the human dislocation 
is total, and notiing at all is 
worth striving after, not peace, 
or freedom, or good relations 
between the races.

Concentra- 
tion on the food that is served 
and the hemline of the stew- 
ardesses' skirt can hardly as- 
suage the anxieties of elderly 
flyers. 


I have always felt that fear- 


ful 
flyers would appreciate 


knowing more about the safe- 
ty of flying and could be so 
informed by comparing the re- 
markable servicing of air- 
planes as compared to the 
automobiles 
they 
take 
for 


granted. The intensive inspec- 
tion of the airplane as com- 
pared to the neglect we give 
our autos may be a great 
source of comfort. 


From the medical point of 


view, there are few reasons 
why people of all ages should 
not fly. In general, s«ver* 
colds, infections of the sinuses, 
infection of the ears in an 
acute phase are reasons why 
flying is inadvisable. There 
are a few major restrictions 
to flying. Chronic heart di- 
sease, chronic bronchitis, em- 
phys-ema, high blood pressure 
and severe anemia are some 
of the major reasons why doc- 
tors may want to restrict air 
travel. Even with these condi- 
tions, the doctor evaluates 
each individual case, treats it 
and then may allow flying. 
Pregnancy past the seventh 
month 
may restrict some 


women unless specific permis- 
sion is given by their doctor. 
Highly tense and emotionally 
upset people can be given mild 
sedatives to allay their anxi- 
ety. Any person with a chronic 
ailment should have a letter 
from his doctor in which he 
will outline any special need 
his patient might have while 
on board the plane. The crew 
can then be alerted and pre- 
pared for any situation that 
might arise.

It is because we think that it is too early 
to argue about the committee's proposals before It has made 
them. 


As one of the letters points out, the committee was chosen 
s year ago to investígate, study and do research In the field 
at family life education and make recommendations to the school 
boards. The members, picked by the school boards, are well* 
known residents at the corr.mtaxity. They have not yet proposed 
a program. Until they do, we can neither say we agree with 
them nor disagree with them. To open the letters to the editor 
column to discussion regarding their work before they have 
completed It could scarcely be constructive. 


If, at a later time, we do accept comment, we will insist 
that it be confined to the issues—that it does not deal with per* 
sons!itie s. 


There was a complaint voiced in one of the letters on the fact 
that all of the committee meetings have not been held in public. 
As a general principal, the Dally News favors that public matters 
be discussed in pitolic even in situations in which it Ls not legally 
required. Committee meetings often can be held in public, though 
obviously the piiDlic cannot be permitted to take part in the 
deliberations or the committee's work would never be done. 
But with a subject such as the present one, eliciting highly 
emotional response, it might be better that the committee 
be permitted to work undisturbed until they can arrive at a well* 
considered recommendation.

WHY THE REVOLT 
The question is: Why the 
turmoil at San Francisco State 
College? Why the unrest at oth­ 
er college campuses in Cali­ 
fornia? 
The easy answer to the first, 
given by members of the San 
Francisco College faculty, ls 
that the college has had eight 
presidents in eight years. The 
turnover was too fast. 
The 
presidents were too weak. Some 
members of the faculty were 
too independent, too interested 
in outside activities rather than 
classes. Not enough attention 
was given to revamping and re­ 
vitalizing the curriculum. Stito 
dies had become out of date. 
In addition, graduate students 
not much older than under­ 
graduates had become assis­ 
tant teachers, some of them as 
vigorous as student strikers. 
None of these things, how­ 
ever, really seem to give the 
basic answer as to why the tra­ 
gic violence at SFSC. So I asked 
some of these questions of the 
tough 
tam-o'-shanter-wearing 
acting president, S. L Hawa- 
kawa, whose courage has made 
him anathema to striking stito 
dents but a hero to most of 
California. 
"Is student violence prompt­ 
ed by frustration over what they 
see the establishment getting 
away with?" I asked. "When 
they see the oil companies pol­ 
luting the coast of California 


MIDDLE CLASS VALUES 
I thought I had seen every­ 
thing — I hoped I had —in toe 
student world of unreason. But 
the all-time champion effront­ 
ery was as yet uncommitted. 
It was left to a 17-year old 
Negro boy called Rickey Ivie 
whose Black Student Union has 
touched off disorders in a Los 
Angeles high school in a dem­ 
onstration 
against 
"racist 
training." An example of that 
training is the inclusion in the 
curriculum of the music of 
Johannes Sebastian Bach. He 
ls described by Master Ivie as 
"that old, dead punk." "In the 
world of music," he explains, 
"the schools 
keep imposing 
middle class values in teach­ 
ing us about Bach." 
I sat next to a middle class 
French countess the other day 
who announced to me that she 
did not like Bach. I feu like 
asking her, did she like color, 
or fresh air, or trees—when 
suddenly I realized that she 
figured that her dislike of Bach 
was Bach's fault —such is toe 
egomania of democratism. If 
one really doesn’t like Bach, 
why I suppose one shouldn't 
listen to him. But one should 
then be distrubed about one­ 
self, not about Bach. 
The remarkable thing about 
young Ivie isn't, one supposes, 
that he doesn't like Bach — 
probably he has never let him­ 
self listen to Bach. It is toat 
as author of such a remark as 


he made about Bach, he hasn't 
become the laughing stock of 
his fellow students. Eccentri­ 
city ls one thing (the late pub­ 
lisher of the New York Times 
specified toat no Mozart should 
be played at his funeral). To 
call the greatest genius who 
ever lived an "old dead punk," 
the least of whose cantatas will 
do more to elevate the human 
spirit than all the black stu­ 
dent unions bom and unborn, 
ls not so much contemptible as 
pitiable: conducive of that kind 
of separation one feels from 
animals, rather than from other 
human beings. 
George Tyrrell once observed 
that there is as much difference 
between a Christian and a pagan 
as there is between a pagan and 
a dog. The point survives the 
exaggeration. Those who can- 
love Bach are to be pitied. Those 
who believe that Bach should 
not be admired, should be de­ 
spised. 
One sees, over and over again, 
the use of "middle class value" 
as a devil term. In playing Bach 
one is practising a middle class 
value. Yes, says Rickey, "the 
only culture the schools deal 
with is WASP culture. That's 
why we are deprived." Take tor 
instance Van Gogh. "They teach 
us about Van Gogh. Wliat did 
he do? He cut off his ear and 
sent it to a prostitute. That art 
is no good." 
More likely, that art teacher is 
no good. Though one supposes.

I have always felt th at fea r­ 
ful 
flyers 
would 
appreciate 
know ing more about the safe­ 
ty of flying and could be so 
inform ed by com paring the re­ 
m arkable 
servicing 
of 
a ir­ 
planes 
as com pared to the 
autom obiles 
they 
take 
for 
granted. The intensive inspec­ 
tion of the airplane as com ­ 
pared to the neglect we give 
our autos may be a g reat 
source of comfort. 
From the medical point o f 
view 
there are few reasons 
w hy people of all ages should 
not fly. 
In 
general, 
severe 
colds, infections of the sinuses, 
infection of the ears in an 
acute phase are reasons why 
flying 
is inadvisable. There 
are a few m ajor restrictions 
to flying 
Chronic heart di­ 
sease. chronic bronchitis, em ­ 
physem a. high blood pressure 
and severe anem ia are some 
of the m ajor reasons why doc­ 
tors may want to restrict air 
travel. Even with these condi­ 
tions. 
the 
doctor 
evaluates 
each individual case, treats it 
and then may allow flying. 
Pregnancy past the seventh 
month 
mav 
restrict 
some 


women unless specific perm is­ 
sion is given by their doctor. 
H ighly tense and em otionally 
upset people can be given mild 
sedatives to allay their anxi­ 
ety. Any person w ith a chronic 
ailm ent should have a letter 
from his doctor in which he 
will outline any special need 
his patient m ight have while 
on board the plane. The crew 
can then be alerted and p re­ 
pared for any situation th a t 
m ight arise.

Dropped From Army 
Morality Course 


WASHINGTON 
(AP)— 
The 


Army has ordered chaplains to 
eliminate all reference to God 
and religious philosophy in lec- 
tures aimed at instilling moral 
responsibility in its soldiers. 
An Army spokesman con- 
firmed the new policy Thursday 
after word of it had reached 
some members of Congress, 
angering many of them. 
The new policy was prompted 


by a complaint last year from 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union that the lectures — in- 
tended to instill asense of mor- 
al responsibility in soldiers- 
were being used as religious in- 
docrtination. 


The ACLU now is asking the 
Air Force and Navy to take sim- 
ilar steps. 
The ACLU objected to numer- 
ous 
passages in character- 


guidance training manuals, in- 
cluding one that told mem- 
bers 
of the Women's Army 


Corps they should do their jobs 
well "not for reward . . . but 
simply because it is obviously 
the will of God." 
The forward to character gui- , 
dance manuals, in use by the 
Army for many years, states 
the program is based on the 
philosophy of American free- 
dom which "regards man as a 
creature of God.'' 
"As such, every soldier is re- 


sponsible and accountable to his 
Creator for the way he per- 
forms his civic and military du- 
ty, for the maintaining of his 
own and his nation's honor, and 
for the quality of service he ren- 
ders to his country as a sol- 
dier," the manual states. 


"I cannot remotely understand 


what anyone finds offensive in 
this concept," said Rep. Wil- 
liam G. Bray, R-Ind. "The 
term 
Creator 
means 
many 


things to many people, and all 
but a very tiny majority, no 
matter what their faith, do ac- 
knowledge a 'creator' in some 
form." 
Bray said he has asked the 


Army to explain the reason- 
ing behind its decision. 


An Army spokesman said the 
basic objectives of the program 
remain unchanged.

Reference To God 
Dropped From Army 
Morality Course 


WASHINGTON 
(AP)— 
The 
Army has ordered chaplains to 
eliminate all reference to God 
and religious philosophy in lee» 
tures aimed at instilling moral 
responsibility In its soldiers. 
An Army 
spokesman 
con­ 
firmed the new policy Thursday 
after word of it had reached 
some 
members of Congress, 
angering many of them. 
The new policy was prompted 
by a complaint last year from 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union that the lectures — in­ 
tended to instill a sense of m or­ 
al responsibility in soldiers— 
were being used as religious In­ 
doc rtination. 
The ACLU now is asking the 
Air Force and Navy totake sim ­ 
ilar steps. 
The ACLU objected to num er­ 
ous 
passages in character- 
guidance training manuals, in­ 
cluding one that told mem­ 
bers 
of the Women’s Army 
Corps they should do their Jobs 
well “ not for reward . . . but 
simply because it is obviously 
the will of God.” 
The forward to character gui- , 
dance manuals, in use by the 
Army for many years, states 
the program is based on the 
philosophy of American free­ 
dom which “ regards man as a 
creature of God.” 
“ As such, every soldier is re ­ 
sponsible and accountable to his 
Creator for the way he per­ 
forms his civic and military du­ 
ty, for the maintaining of his 
own and his nation’s honor, and 
for the quality of service he ren­ 
ders to his country as a sol­ 
dier,” the manual states. 
“I cannot remotely understand 
what anyone finds offensive in 
this concept,” said Rep. Wil­ 
liam G. Bray, R-Ind. “ The 
term 
Creator means 
many 
things to many people, and all 
but a very tiny majority, no 
matter what their faith, do ac­ 
knowledge a ‘creator’ in some 
form.” 
Bray said he has asked the 
Army to explain the reason­ 
ing behind its decision. 
An Army spokesman said the 
basic objectives of the program 
remain unchanged.

The expression doesn't come near to showing what this writer 
leols today. 


This column wasn't planned to be written, but since something 


happened recently that has caused my red corpuscles to boll over, 
I feel I must.

Gatts said that Hewitt had recently received a letter from a

Athletic Association saying that the "committee" had declined to 
certify the game. 


The committee he was speaking of governs all the high school 


All-Star games, which acts for the NCAA when state associations 
do not sanction or certify such games. 


Apparently the main reason for cancelling this year's game was 


because it didn't make enough money to suit them. 


The game, after expenses, netted $1,100 which all went to 


charity. For a high school game to net that much for charity, I 
think, is quite a feat — but not so, say the NCAA dictators. 


If you were in Redding last year and watched the game between 


the north and south, you will no doubt remember that we all got 
rained on. This was the main reason for such a small crowd, but 
let's not excuse them. 


The second reason the NC-Two-A gave was even more stupid 


than the first. According to Gatts, the second reason was be- 
cause the players got two awards, a plaque, and get this — a team 
picture.

TALES 


Over the past week the river has still remained in a rather 


silty condition. Last weekend the salmon vent on strike for a 
while with few catches being made even though there were plenty 
of fish around. Sunday last, the wind seemed to make things rather 
unpleasant especially for the troilers. Regardless of the prevail- 
ing elements, some fine salmon have been caught. 


Last Tuesday morning, Marv Kennedy and myself hooked five 


salmon and only landed one. Monday evening we boated three real 
fresh ones on M2 flatfish with a chunk of (get this) Shad fillet 
tied on the bottom. We ran out of sardines so I took old Shad froz- 
en from last summer's run and it worked. They seem to like that 
addition to the lure. 


From reports received, there have been very few fish takes 


at the usual favorite spots from Red Bluff to Table Mountain. 
More fish are being taken at the old mouth of Battle Creek now. 
Fish are lying right close to the bank when holding and in the 
deep holes also. Clearing water would help things a bit. 


At Balls Ferry the take of fresh salmon seems to be about one 


per boat on the daily average. Anglers with the largest takes 
are moving around from holding area to holding area varying their 
methods such as lure and weight, to using bait and even trolling. 
If you find a place where fish are moving through or piling up, 
you just as well anchor and sit on them a while. Salmon fshing 
isn't easy work but what you get for your labor makes all the work 
worthwhile. 


SHASTA LAKE 
Action on the lake of the mount has greatly improved. The small- 
mouth fishing is especially becoming very hot on minnows and 
crickets. Smaller kamloops are being taken with an occasional 
whopper in the seven-pound class showing up. One eight-pound 
brown was taken from Big Backbone arm earlier this week — on a 
minnow. 


A loss of tackle can come quite quickly sometimes if one isn't 


careful. It seems we were fishing this past week below the dam 
when all at once (after several hours of waiting) I got a fish on. 
Down river we went stumbling over tackle and Junk in the boat 
until we finally got the salmon into the boat. While fussing with the 
fish and not paying much attention to where the boat was drifting, 
we went right under a tree overhanging the river on Vestal Island. 
As quick as one could blink an eye I watched with stunned eyes as 
one of the limbs of the overhanging tree pulled my rod and reel 
overboard and it plopped right into the river out of sight in about 
12 feet of swift current. So there, if you don't want to fish for 
fish now, you can fish for a fishing outfit tumbling along the bottom 
of the Sacramento River somewhere between the dam and Tehama. 
Free title given to anyone finding same. 


Dick Hallock, biologist for the Department of Fish and Game, 


returned to me some revealing information about the lives of three 
fish who's scale samples were studied at the laboratory in Sacra- 
mento. Here is what was found about these fish: 


Fish #1 —Type— Brown Trout, Weight-6 pounds 


Where Caught — Sacramento River near Bend. 
Age — 6 years old. Times migrated— This fish 
lived In fresh water 1 year and returned to sea 
3 times and an the 4th trip, was caught. 


Fish #2 —Type — Rainbow Trout, Where Caught — Sacra- 


mento River, Redding; Age — 4 years. Times 
migrated to sea — None 


Fish #3 —Type — Rainbow Trout Steelhead, Weight — 22 


pounds; Where Caught — Sustut River, B.C. Age 
6-1/5 years; Times migrated to sea — once. This 
fish lived the first two years in the river then 
spent 4-1/2 years at sea and was returning on Its 
7th year when caught.

Over the past week the river has still remained in a rather 
silty condition. Last weekend the salmon went on strike for a 
while with few catches being made even though there were plenty 
of fish around. Sunday last, the wind seemed to make things rather 
unpleasant especially for the trollers. Regardless of the prevail­ 
ing elements, some fine salmon have been caught. 
Last Tuesday morning, Marv Kennedy and myself hooked five 
salmon and only landed one. Monday evening we boated three real 
fresh ones on M2 flatfish with a chunk of (get this) Shad fillet 
tied on the bottom. We ran out of sardines so I took old Shad froz­ 
en from last summer’s run and it worked. They seem to like that 
addition to the lure. 
From reports received, there have been very few fish taken 
at the usual favorite spots from Red Bluff to Table Mountain. 
More fish are being taken at the old mouth of Battle Creek now. 
Fish are lying right close to the bank when holding and in the 
deep holes also. Clearing water would help things a bit. 
At Balls Ferry the take of fresh salmon seems to be about one 
per boat on the dally average. Anglers with the largest takes 
are moving around from holding area to holding area varying their 
methods such as lure and weight, to using bait and even trolling. 
If you find a place where fish are moving through or piling up, 
you just as well anchor and sit on them a while. Salmon fshing 
isn’t easy work but what you get for your labor makes all the work 
worthwhile. 


SHASTA LAKE 
Action on the lake of the mount has greatly improved. The small- 
mouth fishing Is especially becoming very hot on minnows and 
crickets. Smaller kamloops are being taken with an occasional 
whopper in the seven-pound class showing up. One eight-pound 
brown was taken from Big Backbone arm earlier this week — on a 
minnow. 
A loss of tackle can come quite quickly sometimes if one isn’t 
careful. It seems we were fishing this past week below the dam 
when all at once (after several hours of waiting) I got a fish on. 
Down river we went stumbling over tackle and junk in the boat 
until we finally got the salmon into the boat. While fussing with the 
fish and not paying much attention to where the boat was drifting, 
we went right under a tree overhanging the river on Vestal Island. 
As quick as one could blink an eye I watched with stunned eyes as 
one of the limbs of the overhanging tree pulled my rod and reel 
overboard and it plopped right into the river out of sight in about 
12 feet of swift current. So there, if you don’t want to fish for 
fish now, you can fish for a fishing outfit tumbling along the bottom 
of the Sacramento River somewhere between thedam and Tehama.

He directed the Allied forces 
to victory over Germany and 
presided over surrender cere- 
monies. Soon after, he return- 
ed to Washington to become 
Armj chief of staff, holding 
the post until 1948 when he be- 
came president of Columbia 
University. 
But President Harry S. Tru- 
man summoned him to Wash- 
ington to serve temporarily as 
chairman of the Joint Chiets of 
Staff. Later he took a longer 
leave of absence to organize and 
command North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization forces. 
The affection the nation felt 
for Ike paid off in the 1952 
election. He had a plurality of 
more than 6.5 million votes 
over Democrat Adlai Stevenson, 
carrying 39 of the 48 states. He 
did even better in his 1956 re- 
election, topping Stevenson by 
9.5 million votes. 
The Korean War was ended 


by an armistice in Eisenhow- 
er's first term after a drama- 
tic visit to South Korea beforp 
his inauguration.

South. — Between the Viet Cong 
— National Liberation Front 
and Saigon. These would deal 
with the political future of the 
country. 
Rogers made It clear, howev- 
er, the United States would ac- 
cept some different arrange- 
ment for secret negotiations if 
the Communists prefer. 


He carefully avoided telling 


the senators whether secret ne- 


gotiations have in fact started, 
or are about to. He argued the 
a d m i n i s t r a t i o n ' s 
no-in- 


formaUon polic> must cover not 
onlv what goes on in private 
discussions in Paris but also 
whether private meetings are 
even being held. 


According to the best infor- 


mation available from other 
sources, the situation is this: 
U. S. and North Vietnamese 
negotiators in Paris have been 
exploring quietly the problem 


of starting secret negotiations 
on substantive issues of peace 
and have made some progress 
toward an understanding. 
Nixon administration officials 
also have been In contact with 
the Soviet government on this 
project and believe Russian in- 
fluence is being used to get the 
negotiations started. 


The details of what Is happen- 
ing remains a mystery, one 
that is particularly puzzling be- 
cause, in part, administration 


leaders talk so much about It. 
A ranking State Department 
official told newsmen Wednes- 
day that in the past private 
discussions with the North Viet- 
namese negotiators had been 
essential to some of the ne- 
gotiations. 
The official, who cannot be 
identified under the rules of 
the meeting, said the enemy had 
stated they would break off the 
discussions 
if secrecy were 


violated. 


Currently, reports that secret 
talks were actually under way 
have 
been cropping up 
for 


weeks, both here and In Paris. 
Rogers himself implied that 
the private negotiations which 
the President and he have been 
seeking have not yet begun. He 
told the Senate committee that 
"It is our fervent hope that the 
other side will soon put polem- 
ics aside and begin in good faith 
to negotiate an end to this trag- 
ic war."

Port Of Vehicle 
Registration 
Is Deductible 


What portion a t last year* a 
California vehicle registration 
fee is deductible for Income 
tax purposes in the federal 
and state returns which tax­ 
payers are preparing to file by 
April 15th? 
Department of Motor Vehicles 
Director Verne O rr says most 
passenger vehicle owners can 
find the deductible amount by 
subtracting $11 from the tota.1 
on each car, and $12 on each 
station wagon, paid at regis­ 
tration time in 1968. 
**The $11 car fee and $12 
station wagon fee were flat 
annual registration payments 
imposed by the Vehicle Code, 
and not deductible/' he explain» 
ed. “ The balance was a two per­ 
cent tax based on the value of 
the vehicle, collected in lieu 
of local property’ taxes and re» 
turned to cities and counties 
under the Revenue and Taxa­ 
tion Code. The 'In lieu' por» 
tion is deductible." 
Owners of vehicles paying 
w e i g h t fees and-or paying 
quarterly may need to consult 
local offices of the Internal Re­ 
venue Service or State Fran» 
chise Tax Board before April 
15 to establish legally deducti­ 
ble amounts paid during 1968. 
Take along DMV receipts. 
If payments due in 1969 were 
prepaid during 1968, the pro­ 
perty tax portion is deductible 
on 1968 returns. 
Taxpayers who bought new or 
used vehicles during 1968 may 
have paid a use or sales tax 
which is deductible under the 
sales tax heading, O rr said. 
He added that, under a new 
law, persons who registered 
vehicles last December had to 
prepay 1969 fees. The proper­ 
ty or sales tax portions of 
such fees are also deductible 
under the appropriate headings 
on 1968 returns since they were 
paid in 1968.

Rogers

cussions going on side by stde; 
— Between the I'ntted States 
and North Vietnam. These would 
be 
concerned 
primarily with 
working out an agreement for 


reduction and ultimate removal 
of all foreign troops from the 
South. — Between the Viet Cong 
— National Liberation Front 
and Saigon, These would deal 
with the political future of the 
country. 
Rogers made it clear, howev­ 
er, Hie I'ntted States would ac­ 
cept some different arrange­ 
ment for secret negotiations if 
the Communists prefer. 
He carefully avoided telling 
the senators whether secret ne­ 


gotiation» have in fact started, 
or are about to. He argued the 
a d m i n i s t r a t i o n ' s 
no-in- 
for matioh policy must cover not 
only what goes on in private 
discussions tn Paris hut also 
whether private meetings are 
even being held. 
According to the best infor­ 
mation available from other 
sources, the situation is this; 
U. S, and North Vietnamese 
negotiators in Parts have been 
exploring quietly the problem 


of starting secret negotiations 
on substantive Issues of peace 
and have made some progress 
toward an understanding. 
Nixon administration officials 
also have been tn contact with 
the Soviet government on this 
project and believe Russian In­ 
fluence Is being used to get the 
negotiations started. 
The details of what Is happen­ 
ing remains a mystery, one 
that Is particularly puzxltngbe­ 
cause, tn part, administration 


leaders talk so much about It. 
A ranking State Department 
official told newsmen Wednes­ 
day that tn the past private 
discussions with the North Viet­ 
namese 
negotiators had been 
essential to some of the ne­ 
gotiations. 
The official, who cannot be 
identified under the rules of 
the meeting, said the enemy had 
stated they would break off the 
discussions 
If secrecy were 
violated. 


Currently, reports that secret 
talks were actually under way 
have 
been crapping up 
fbr 
weeks, both itere and in Paris. 
Rogers himself Implied that 
the private negotiations which 
the President and he have been 
seeking have not yet begun. He 
told the Senate committee that 
"It is our fervent hope that the 
other side will soon put polem­ 
ics aside and begin In good faith 
to negotiate an end to this trag­ 
ic war."

Extensive audits of OEO pro­ 
gram s, tire report says,"show a 
very high degree of account­ 
ability." 
The fact the $6 m il­ 
lion has been questioned doesn’t 
mean the money was stolen, 
It adds. 
The report comes at a time 
when OEO, flagship of form er 
President Johnson’s 
war 
on 
poverty, is battling for survival 
against a doubting Republican 
adm inistration. 
President Nixon already has 
ordered the showcase Job Corps 
and Head S tartprogram strans­ 
ferred to older line agencies and 
has 
said OEO’s 
main task 
shold be as an "incubator” of 
experimental new program s.
